NEW  CIUS  PUBLICATION 

In  March  1982  CIUS  published  Identifications : 
Ethnicity  and  the  Writer  in  Canada 3 edited  by  Jars 
Balan.  The  volume,  which  consists  of  selected 
papers  from  the  conference  held  in  Edmonton  in 
1979,  examines  the  relationship  between  ethnicity 
and  the  literature  of  selected  writers  in  Canada. 
It  is  a pioneer  study  encompassing  the  contribu- 
tions of  Ukrainians,  Hungarians,  Icelanders, 
Yiddish  and  other  writers  to  Canadian  literature. 
The  book  also  includes  two  panel  discussions  on 
"Ethnicity  and  Identity  — the  Question  of  One's 
Literary  Passport"  and  "Hyphenated  Canadians  — 
the  Question  of  Consciousness."  The  contributors 
are  D.  Arnason,  J.  Balan,  G.  Bisztray,  M.  Camp- 
bell, P.  G.  di  Cicco,  M.  Haas,  M.  Kostash,  H. 
Kreisel,  S.  Levitan,  G.  Ryga,  Y.  Slavutych,  D. 
Struk,  A.  Suknaski,  R.  Wiebe  and  J.  Young.  Avai- 
lable in  a paperback  edition,  the  volume  retails 
for  $7.95  and  is  available  from:

CIUS  RESEARCH  REPORTS 

CIUS  recently  issued  two  research  reports 
as  part  of  its  periodic  publication  programme. 
Political  Refugees  and  Displaced  Persons 3 1945- 
54  by  Yury  Boshyk  and  Boris  Balan  is  a select 
bibliography  and  guide  for  researchers  who  will 
be  attending  the  1983  Toronto  conference  on  post- 
war Ukrainian  refugees  and  "displaced  persons." 

The  report  gives  a chronology  of  the  main  events, 
and  is  then  divided  into  two  parts.  Part  A lists 
primary  sources,  focusing  on  archival  deposito- 
ries and  records  in  the  West,  visual  materials 
and  sound  recordings.  Part  B lists  secondary 
sources,  unpublished  and  published.  The  biblio- 
graphy runs  to  424  pages  and  retails  for  $10. 

The  second  report  is  Film  and  the  Ukrainians 
in  Canada s 1921-1980  by  Shirley  Zaporzan  and 
Robert  B.  Klymasz,  with  additional  entries  by 
Jars  Balan.  It  lists  110  films  pertaining  to 
Ukrainian  Canadians,  and  notes  the  credits,  tech- 
nical data  and  location  of  print  of  each  film, 
with  an  accompanying  summary.  The  peak  periods 
of  film-making  were  the  mid-fifties,  when  a small 
group  of  former  refugees  based  in  Toronto  began 
to  depict  their  experiences  on  film,  and  the 
seventies,  under  the  impact  of  the  federal  govern- 
ment's multicultural  policy,  carried  out  by  the 
National  Film  Board  of  Canada.  The  report,  which 
contains  numerous  illustrations,  runs  to  83  pages 
and  retails  at  $5.

SHEVCHENKO  LECTURE 

The  1982  Shevchenko  lecture  was  presented 
by  Dr.  Martha  Bohachevsky-Chomiak,  professor  of 
history  at  Manhattanville  College,  Purchase,  New 
York,  on  the  topic  "Feminism  in  Ukrainian  His- 
tory" . 

Dr.  Bohachevsky-Chomiak  focused  on  the  simi- 
larities between  feminism  and  nationalism.  Both 
advance  the  importance  of  an  entity  — Ukraine  or 
women  — whose  existence  as  a valid  and  separate 
unit  has  been  questioned.  Ukrainians  and  women 
have  languished  within  political  and  social  sys- 
tems that  relegated  them  to  subordinate  positions. 
They  faced  similar  drawbacks  such  as  a lack  of  an 
institutional  base. 

Feminism  — expressed  through  an  organization 
of  women  for  equality  and  for  the  expansion  of 
their  role  in  society  — contributed  to  the  suc- 
cess of  the  Ukrainian  national  renaissance  and 
aided  in  the  modernization  of  Ukrainian  society. 

By  encouraging  women  to  become  active  in  commu- 
nity life,  feminism  increased  the  number  of  active 
and  conscious  Ukrainians . 

The  text  of  Dr.  Bohachevsky-Chomiak ' s lecture

LECTURE  SERIES  AT  CENTRE 

In  spring  1982,  the  Centre  for  Ukrainian 
Canadian  Studies,  University  of  Manitoba,  inau- 
gurated a series  of  lectures  under  the  general 
title  "The  Ukrainian  Heritage  in  Canada."  On 
8 March  Dr.  0.  Gerus,  associate  professor  of 
history  at  the  University  of  Manitoba  spoke  on 
"Ukrainian  Community  Life  in  Canada:  A Look  at 

the  Ukrainian  Canadian  Committee."  On  22  March 
Mr.  R.  Yereniuk,  dean  of  studies  at  St.  Andrew's 
College  and  Ms.  S.  Hryniuk,  lecturer  in  history 
at  the  University  of  Manitoba  presented  "The 
Ukrainian  Religious  Experience  on  the  Prairies." 
Finally,  on  5 April,  Dr.  F.  Sysyn,  assistant 
professor  of  history  and  associate  of  the  Ukrai- 
nian Research  Institute  at  Harvard  University, 
examined  "The  Significance  of  the  Cossack  Period 
in  Ukrainian  History." 
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DOCUMENTS  ON  UKRAINIAN  INTERNMENT  CAMPS  IN  AUSTRIA- 
HUNGARY  DURING  THE  FIRST  WORLD  WAR 

In  the  fall  of  1977  a grant  from  CIUS  enabled 
Dr.  Ivan  Tesla  to  visit  several  Austrian  archives 
to  collect  material  on  Ukrainian  internment  camps 
in  Austria-Hungary  during  the  First  World  War. 

CIUS  has  deposited  photocopies  of  selected  docu- 
ments (approximately  8 centimetres) , primarily 
from  the  Allgemeines  Verwaltungsarchiv  and  Haus-, 
Hof-,  und  Staatsarchiv  in  Vienna,  with  the  Uni- 
versity of  Alberta  Archives.  These  can  be  con- 
sulted through  accession  number  82-5.  Duplicate 
photocopies  have  been  sent  to  the  Public  Archives 
of  Canada  in  Ottawa. 

The  Allgemeines  Verwaltungsarchiv,  notably 
the  police  and  administration  records  of  the 
Department  of  the  Interior,  were  the  richest  of 
the  archives  examined.  Material  in  the  Haus-, 

Hof-,  und  Staatsarchiv  pertaining  to  political 
and  military  events  on  Ukrainian  territory  during 
the  First  World  War  was  located  primarily  in  the 
P.A.I.,  P.A.X.  and  P.A.XI.  Classe  Krieg  divisions. 
Many  potentially  valuable  documents  in  the  Kriegs- 
archiv  on  the  wartime  military  evacuation  and 
harrassment  of  Ukrainians  in  Austria-Hungary  have 
not  been  preserved.  During  his  Vienna  research, 

Dr.  Tesla  visited  the  archives  of  the  Ukrainian 
Catholic  Church  of  St.  Barbara  and  examined  regis- 
ters containing  the  births,  marriages  and  deaths 
of  Ukrainians  in  six  internment  camps  (Gmuend, 
Thalerhof , Wolfsberg,  Maehrisch  Truebau,  Svatobo- 
zice-Kyjov  and  Chocen) , but  unfortunately  the 
statistical  data  on  approximately  20,000  indivi- 
duals extracted  and  tabulated  from  these  records 
was  not  submitted  with  the  collection  of  documents. 

The  photocopied  documents  deposited  in  the 
University  of  Alberta  Archives  are  organized 
chronologically,  according  to  Dr.  Tesla's  original 
arrangement,  but  have  been  numbered  consecutively 
throughout  for  convenient  retrieval.  Archival 
location  and  identification  numbers  for  the  origi- 
nal documents  appear  in  the  accompanying  prelimi- 
nary guide,  although  citations  are  not  always 
complete . 


SUCCESSFUL  BILINGUAL  PROGRAMME  IN  MANITOBA 

In  a speech  to  Parents  for  Ukrainian  Educa- 
tion Inc.  in  March,  Manitoba  education  minister 
Maureen  Hemphill  noted  the  success  of  the  pro- 
vince's English-Ukrainian  bilingualism  programme 
The  programme  has  expanded  from  six  classes  and 
115  children  in  1978  to  twenty-six  classes  and 
480  children  in  the  current  year,  at  the  Grades 
1 to  3 level.  Over  the  next  three  years  the 
programme  will  be  extended  to  Grades  4 to  6 . 


TORONTO  CHAIR  SPONSORS  LECTURES 

On  18  March  the  Chair  of  Ukrainian  Studies 
sponsored  a lecture  by  Dr.  John  Fizer  of  Rutgers 
University,  who  analysed  "Potebnia's  view  of  the 
Structure  of  the  Work  of  Poetic  Art." 

On  31  March  the  Chair  and  the  Ukrainian 
Students'  Club  at  the  University  of  Toronto  co- 
sponsored a lecture  by  Dr.  George  Shevelov,  pro- 
fessor emeritus  in  the  Department  of  Slavic 
Languages  and  Literatures  at  Columbia  University. 
Entitled  "Language  Planning  and  Unplanning  in  the 
Ukrainian  SSR,"  the  lecture  focused  on  the  inter- 
action between  language  and  politics  in  the  for- 
mation of  literary  Ukrainian. 


EXTRAMURAL  PROGRAMME  1981-2:  A SUMMARY 

In  the  1981-2  academic  year  CIUS  continued 
its  practice  of  holding  adult  non-credit  courses 
in  Edmonton  in  co-operation  with  the  Faculty  of 
Extension  at  the  University  of  Alberta.  "Ukrai- 
nian Origins:  Researching  Family  History"  and 

"Ukrainian  Christmas  Traditions,"  both  popular 
when  first  introduced  in  1980,  were  again 
offered.  Dr.  John-Paul  Himka  and  Frances  Swyripa 
jointly  conducted  the  genealogy  course,  while 
four  instructors  — Lilea  Wolanska,  Dr.  Andrij 
Hornjatkevyc,  Katherine  Stefaniuk  and  Myroslaw 
Bodnaruk  — participated  in  the  Christmas  work- 
shop . 

Rising  costs  forced  CIUS  to  reassess  its 
annual  travel  lecture  series,  and  in  1981-2  an 
abbreviated  programme  was  offered  in  selected 
communities.  CIUS  paid  half  of  the  total  cost, 
and  the  remaining  half  was  divided  equally  among 
the  local  co-sponsoring  organizations.  The  expe- 
riment was  successful  and  will  be  used  again  in 
the  future.  In  order  to  reach  new  communities, 
several  centres  were  added  to  the  series  and 
others  omitted.  The  co-operation  of  Dr.  Yury 
Boshyk  of  the  University  of  Toronto  also  per- 
mitted expansion  into  western  Ontario. 

Because  of  their  popularity  in  Edmonton,  the 
courses  on  "Ukrainian  Christmas  Traditions"  and 
"Ukrainian  Origins:  Researching  Family  History" 

were  modified  for  the  travel  lecture  series.  Two 
lectures  on  Ukrainian  Christmas  traditions  were 
given  by  Dr.  Hornjatkevyc  and  Roman  Onufrijchuk 
on  the  Western  Lecture  Tour  in  Prince  Rupert, 
Prince  George,  Kamloops,  Vancouver  and  Victoria. 
Dr.  Himka  and  Ms.  Swyripa  visited  Yorkton, 
Saskatchewan  and  Roblin,  Manitoba,  to  speak  on 
Ukrainian  and  Ukrainian  Canadian  genealogical 
research.  In  the  east  Dr.  Boshyk  presented  a 
lecture  on  "Peasants,  Priests  and  Political 
Activists:  Ukrainian  Emigration  Since  1600"  to 
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community  groups  in  Thunder  Bay  and  North  Bay. 

At  CIUS ' annual  spring  lecture  series  in  Red 
Deer,  Alberta,  Bohdan  Krawchenko  spoke  on  daily 
life  in  Soviet  Ukraine  and  Dr.  Hornjatkevyc  exa- 
mined the  traditions  of  the  bandura. 

CIUS  plans  to  co-sponsor  more  major  lectures 
to  interested  communities  again  in  the  1982-3 
academic  year,  and  hopes  that  the  new  format  will 
attract  additional  centres  into  the  tour  circuits 


HURI-CIUS  DISCUSSIONS 

On  18-19  March  Dr.  Lupul  visited  the  Harvard 
Ukrainian  Research  Institute  as  a follow-up  to 
discussions  begun  in  1981  with  Dr.  Omeljan  Prit- 
sak,  HURI's  director,  on  possible  means  of  joint 
collaboration.  Participating  in  the  discussions 
were  Dr.  Ihor  Sevcenko,  Dr.  George  Grabowicz  and 
Dr.  Frank  Sysyn.  Besides  an  agreement  to  ex- 
change publications  and  mailing  lists,  plans  were 
developed  to  prepare  and  publish  jointly  a mono- 
graph on  the  famine  of  1932-3  in  the  Ukrainian 
SSR.  On  19  March,  at  a morning  seminar.  Dr. 

Lupul  presented  the  organization,  purposes  and 
activities  of  CIUS,  concentrating  on  those  fea- 
tures which  distinguished  it  most  from  HURT.

a joint  project  of  CIUS  and  Harvard  Ukrainian

nian language  and  literature. 

Dr.  Smyrniw  specializes  in  Russian  and 
Ukrainian  language  and  literature  in  the  Depart- 
ment of  Russian,  McMaster  University,  Hamilton, 
Ontario.

NAMED 

Dr.  Natalia  Aponiuk,  assistant  professor  of 
Slavic  Studies  at  the  University  of  Manitoba, 
has  been  appointed  the  first  director  of  the 
Centre  for  Ukrainian  Canadian  Studies  at  St. 
Andrew's  College. 

Dr.  Aponiuk ' s appointment  became  effective 
1 January  1982  for  a term  of  four  and  a half 
years.  The  directorship  is  a part-time  position. 
Dr.  Aponiuk  will  continue  her  duties  in  the 
Department  of  Slavic  Studies  with  a reduced 
teaching  load. 


Dr.  Anoniuk  is  a graduate  of  the  University 
of  Saskatchewan  and  University  of  Toronto.  She 
was  also  an  exchange  student  at  Moscow  State 
University  in  1965-6.  Her  professional  activi- 
ties include:  president  of  the  Conference  on 

Ukrainian  Studies  (Canadian  Association  of 
Slavists) , 1981-2;  executive  member  of  the 
Canadian  Association  of  Slavists,  1980  to  the 
present;  and  executive  member  of  the  Ukrainian 
Academy  of  Arts  and  Sciences  in  Canada,  September 
1981  to  the  present.  She  is  a member  of  the 
board  of  directors,  Ukrainian  Cultural  and  Edu- 
cational Centre  and  served  as  vice-president  from 
1980-1. 


The  Centre  for  Ukrainian  Canadian  Studies 
was  formed  to  facilitate  the  affiliation  agree- 
ment between  St.  Andrew's  College  and  University 
of  Manitoba,  signed  in  January  1981. _ With  its 

establishment,  the  University  of  Manitoba  became 
the  first  institution  in  Canada  to  offer  a 
Bachelor  of  Arts  degree  with  a major,  an  advanced 
major,  and  a minor  in  Ukrainian  Canadian  Heritage 
Studies.  In  addition  to  the  academic  programme, 
the  centre  assists  and  promotes  research  in 
Ukrainian  Canadian  studies  and  serves  as  a 
resource  centre  for  the  preservation  of  the 
Ukrainian  heritage  in  Canada.

SEMINARS 


CIUS  REQUIRES  TWO  RESEARCH  ASSISTANTS 

As  a result  of  a grant  from  the  Multicultu- 
ralism  Directorate,  Secretary  of  State,  Ottawa, 
the  CIUS  will  undertake  a major,  two-year  oral 
history  research  project  beginning  in  September 
1982  on  organizational  life  in  the  Ukrainian 
Canadian  community  during  the  interwar  and 
Second  World  War  years. 

Individuals  who  played  leading  roles  during 
the  period  will  be  interviewed  and  data  will  be 
gathered  on  conflict  and  cooperation  among  the 
large  national  organizations  that  emerged  and  on 
their  reactions  to  such  important  issues  as  the 
Great  Depression,  Polish  pacification,  purges  and 
famine  in  Soviet  Ukraine,  the  maintenance  of 
Ukrainian  identity  in  Canada  and  the  Ukrainian 
Canadian  war  effort.  The  interviewers  will  also 
explore  the  internal  dynamics  of  the  different 
organizations  in  such  matters  as  leadership, 
expansion,  structural  and  communications  networks, 
local  and  national  coordination,  female  and  youth 
affiliates,  political  activities,  and  educational 
and  cultural  programmes. 

The  interviews  will  be  conducted  by  two 
research  assistants  (supervised  by  Dr.  Lupul  and 
Frances  Swyripa)  with  the  following  qualifica- 
tions : 

a)  M.A.  in  history  or  the  social  sciences 
preferably,  but  candidates  with  an  under- 
graduate degree  and  considerable  previous 
research  experience  will  also  be  consi- 
dered ; 

b)  Background  in  Ukrainian  studies  and  fami- 
liarity with  Canadian  history  important/ 
fluency  in  Ukrainian  essential;

EDMONTON 
PETER  WOROBY 

Dr.  Woroby,  professor  of  economics  at  the 
University  of  Regina,  presented  the  first  CIUS 
seminar  on  22  January  1982.  He  spoke  on  "Eco- 
nomic and  Demographic  Effects  of  Soviet  Ukrai- 
nian Policy." 

Analyzing  demographic  data  since  the  1897 
general  population  census , two  trends  can  be 
discerned.  First,  between  1897  and  1926  the 
Ukrainian  and  Russian  population  of  the  Soviet 
Union  had  identical  rates  of  growth.  However, 
between  1926  and  1979,  Ukrainians  increased 
their  number  at  one  sixth  the  rate  of  the  Rus- 
sian population.  Collectivization,  the  famine 
of  1932-3,  the  Second  World  War,  assimilation 
and  outmigration  were  the  main  factors  behind 
the  low  Ukrainian  population  growth.  Given  a 
normal  growth  rate  there  should  have  been,  at 
the  minimum,  13.5  million  more  Ukrainians  in 
the  USSR  than  was  registered  by  the  1979  cen- 
sus . The  second  significant  trend  was  a sharp 
increase  in  the  Russian  population  in  Ukraine 
— from  3 million  in  1926  to  10.5  million  by 
1979.  The  overrepresentation  of  Russians  among 
Ukraine’s  urban  and  educated  sectors  of  society 
has  posed  major  problems  for  Ukrainian  national 
development . 

The  economy  of  Ukraine  has  been  seriously 
affected  also  by  decisions  made  by  all-Union 
organs  in  Moscow.  Both  the  manufacturing  sec- 
tor and  consumer  goods  production  have  stagna- 
ted, and  only  Ukraine's  extractive  industry 
has  expanded.  Ukraine  has  also  been  subjected 
to  a higher  rate  of  fiscal  exploitation  than 
occurred  under  the  tsars . Marked  regional  eco- 
nomic imbalances  and  a weak  urban  network  are 
some  of  the  major  consequences  of  this  policy 
of  economic  colonialism. 


BOHDAN  KRAWCHENKO 

Mr.  Krawchenko,  research  associate  and  visi- 
ting assistant  professor  with  CIUS,  presented  the 
second  seminar  of  the  spring  term  on  12  February 
on  "The  Great  Famine  of  1932-3:  Causes  and  Con- 

sequences . " 
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Early  in  1932  famine  broke  out  in  Ukraine, 
and  ravaged  the  countryside  until  the  end  of 
1933.-  Four  years  earlier  Stalin  had  begun  the 
campaign  of  forced  collectivization  accompanied 
by  substantial  requisitions  of  grain  from  Ukrai- 
nian farmers.  Although  collectivization  was  par- 
tially relaxed  in  the  spring  of  1930,  Stalin  was 
encouraged  by  an  excellent  harvest  that  enabled 
him  to  extract  7.7  million  tons  of  grain  from 
Ukraine.  Collectivization  was  resumed  and  the 
grain  quotas  were  maintained  at  the  same  level, 
despite  the  fact  that  the  1931  and  1932  grain 
harvests  were  well  below  the  level  of  1930. 

The  famine  had  subsidiary  causes,  such  as 
the  collapse  of  agricultural  production  brought 
about  by  collectivization,  and  a drought,  which 
affected  the  steppe  regions  of  Ukraine  in  1932. 
The  1934  grain  harvest,  however,  was,  because  of 
drought,  the  worst  for  many  years  and  yet  there 
was  no  famine  in  Ukraine  that  year.  Thus  res- 
ponsibility for  the  famine,  which  claimed  the 
lives  of  approximately  six  million  Ukrainians, 
rests  squarely  with  the  Stalinist  leadership  in 
Moscow.  The  latter  imposed  draconian  requisition 
quotas  on  Ukraine  in  order  to  maintain  the  pace 
of  industrialization. 


MANOLY  R.  LUPUL 

On  19  February  Dr.  Lupul  presented  the  third 
seminar  of  the  second  term  on  "The  Tragedy  of 
Canada's  White  Ethnics:  A Constitutional  Post- 

Mortem,"  a paper  that  he  presented  also  as  a 
public  lecture  organized  by  the  Ukrainian  Pro- 
fessional and  Business  Club  in  Toronto  on  17 
March. 

Dr.  Lupul  described  the  white  ethnics  as 
that  minority  of  non-Anglo-Celts  and  non-franco- 
phones sufficiently  committed  to  the  pursuit  of 
their  cultural  and  linguistic  aspirations  to 
demand  the  latter  as  rights  in  the  Canadian  con- 
stitution. Through  the  constitution,  the  "first 
peoples"  (the  native  peoples)  received  — or  will 
soon  receive  — the  linguistic  and  other  rights 
necessary  for  their  survival  as  a minority  group; 
"the  founding  peoples"  (the  francophones  and 
Anglo-Celts)  have  obtained  the  right  to  survive 
as  a group  wherever  they  are  a minority;  and  "the 
visible  peoples"  (the  blacks,  orientals  and  a 
great  variety  of  peoples  from  the  Third  World) , 
which  in  North  America's  racist  society  are 
essentially  unassimilable,  have  been  guaranteed 
freedom  from  discrimination ‘on  the  basis  of 
colour,  as  have  individual  members  of  "national 
or  ethnic  origin"  who  care  sufficiently  about 
their  ancestral  roots  to  retain  a sense  of  ethnic 
consciousness . 


Yet  Canadian  society,  made  up  predominantly 
of  non-ethnics,  discourages  such  ethnic  conscious- 
ness, and  the  constitution  is  therefore  as  silent 
on  minority  language  educational  rights  for 
smaller  groups  as  it  is  detailed  on  the  same  lin- 
guistic rights  for  the  communicative  (and  cultu- 
ral) purposes  of  the  Anglo-Celts  and  francophones. 
As  a result,  the  white  ethnics  have  no  linguistic 
underpinning  for  their  culture  in  the  constitution 
To  the  non-ethnics,  the  white  ethnics  are  too 
similar  to  the  majority  whites  to  warrant  atten- 
tion, and  it  is  not  the  business  of  government  — 
and  even  less  of  the  national  constitution  — 
to  perpetuate  ethnicity.  The  latter  is  upheld  by 
the  first,  immigrant  generation,  which  i!3  protec- 
ted from  discrimination  on  account  of  "national 
or  ethnic  origin."  But  in  subsequent  generations, 
ethnicity  in  North  America  normally  declines  (as 
the  non-ethnics  themselves  illustrate) , and  it  is 
not  the  task  of  government  or  of  the  nation's  fun- 
damental law  either  to  reverse  this  or  to  try  to 
establish  a state  of  equilibrium  between  the  cul- 
tures of  the  new  world  and  the  old. 

Dr.  Lupul  pointed  out  that  multiculturalism 
had  been  advanced  by  bicultural  persons  with 
access  to  language,  which  gave  their  second  cul- 
ture a meaningful  base.  He  wondered  what  kind 
of  multiculturalism  could  be  preserved  and  en- 
hanced (through  section  27  of  the  constitution) 
in  a society  where  biculturalism  is  steadily 
watered  down  for  lack  of  a guaranteed  linguistic 
base.  He  thought  that  in  a multicultural  society, 
each  person  should  have  the  opportunity  by  right 
to  acquire  such  languages  in  the  provincial 
schools  as  would  meet  his  (ethno)  cultural  as  well 
as  communicative  needs.  An  educational  clause, 
which  the  Joint  Parliamentary  Committee  on  the 
Constitution  had  refused,  was  then  presented  and 
discussed. 


MARTHA  BOHACHE VSKY -CHOMI AK 

"Studying  Ukrainian  Women"  was  the  title  of 
a lecture  delivered  on  8 March  by  Dr.  Bohachevsky- 
Chomiak,  professor  of  history  at  Manhattanville 
College,  Purchase,  New  York. 

It  is  widely  assumed  that  the  history  of 
the  women's  movement  is  limited  to  a few  church 
organizations,  women's  auxiliaries  and  benevolent 
societies.  But  the  scope  of  the  movement  is  much 
broader.  The  women's  movement  of  the  interwar 
period  in  Western  Ukraine  was  proportionally  the 
largest  such  movement  in  Europe,  a fact  not  appre- 
ciated at  the  time.  But  the  historian  faces  some 
major  problems,  not  least  the  paucity  of  research 
on  Ukrainian  history  in  general. 
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The  major  published  sources  on  the  Ukrainian 
women's  movement  in  Eastern  Ukraine  prior  to  the 
First  World  War  stress  commonality  between 
Ukrainian  and  Russian  women.  The  two  movements, 
however,  were  quite  different.  Ukrainian  women 
had  experienced  the  Cossack  frontier,  whereas 
their  Russian  counterparts  had  suffered  under  the 
Tatar  yoke.  But  the  achievements  of  Eastern 
Ukrainian  women  have  been  largely  overlooked  as 
a result  of  the  condescending  attitudes  of  male 
activists  and  a general  lack  of  historicity  of 
the  Ukrainian  nation.  The  Okhrana  archives  in 
Kiev  reveal  that  Ukrainian  women  were  far  more 
active  than  the  men  in  the  social  and  political 
movements  of  the  period. 

In  Western  Ukraine,  the  major  question  is 
how  an  essentially  clerical  peasant  milieu  could 
produce  not  only  a women's  movement,  but  one 
that  combined  feminism,  socialism  and  Catholi- 
cism. The  Catholic  church  archives  in  Peremysl 
reveal  a rather  progressive,  practical  clergy, 
which  at  once  recognized  the  importance  of 
secondary  education  for  women,  as  a counter  to 
the  pressures  of  Polonization.  Peasants,  on  the 
other  hand,  became  interested  in  women's  educa- 
tion for  economic  reasons.  The  achievements  of 
Galician  women  such  as  Natalia  Kobrynska  have  yet 
to  be  fully  appreciated.  Dr.  Bohachevsky-Chomiak 
is  currently  completing  a book  on  the  Ukrainian 
women's  movement. 


FRANK  SYSYN 

Dr.  Sysyn,  assistant  professor  of  history  at 
Harvard  University  and  research  associate  at  the 
Harvard  Ukrainian  Research  Institute,  presented 
the  final  seminar  of  the  academic  term  on  2 April 
1982.  His  subject,  "The  Role  of  the  Cossacks  in 
the  Development  of  the  Ukrainian  Nation,"  was 
dealt  with  in  two  parts.  First,  the  speaker  used 
tapes  and  slides  to  describe  seventeenth-century 
Cossack  Ukraine  from  the  accounts  of  foreign  con- 
temporaries. Second,  he  discussed  the  role  of  the 
Cossacks  in  the  formation  of  the  Ukrainian  nation 
in  the  early  modern  period. 

The  Cossack  phenomenon  was  not  limited  to 
Ukraine.  Cossacks  made  up  a functional  social 
group,  which  evolved  in  the  fifteenth  and  six- 
teenth centuries  on  the  borderlands  between 
Islamic  and  Slavic  civilization.  However,  where- 
as the  Cossacks  of  the  Don  and  the  Urals  were 
peripheral  to  the  Moscow-based  Russian  society, 
they  were  crucial  to  the  Ukrainian  historical 
experience.  After  the  1648  revolution  Cossacks 
in  Ukraine  developed  into  a new  Ukrainian  elite, 
replacing  the  older  Ukrainian  nobility,  which 
had  assimilated  into  a Polish  identity.  This 
Ukrainian  Cossack  elite  transformed  itself  from 
a military  into  an  administrative  organization, 
which  constituted  the  political  nation  in  accor- 
dance with  contemporary  ideas.  Despite  their 
many  achievements,  such  as  patronage  of  arts  and 
culture,  the  Cossacks  could  not  overcome  the 


crisis  of  legitimacy  that  was  rooted  in  the  ab- 
sence of  a recognized  monarch,  essential  to  the 
Cossack  servitor  tradition.  It  was,  however, 
the  defeat  at  the  battle  of  Poltava  that  funda- 
mentally undermined  the  existence  of  the  Cossack 
state,  after  which  the  indigenous  elite  lost  con- 
trol over  its  society. 

Cossacks,  even  in  contemporary  Ukraine, 
serve  as  a symbol  of  Ukrainian  nationhood.  The 
Cossack  period  furnishes  Ukrainians  with  examples 
of  statehood  and  state  elements  of  their  polity, 
aspects  sorely  lacking  in  Ukrainian  history. 

Thus  during  the  purges  of  1972,  it  was  historians 
of  the  Cossack  period  who  were  dismissed  from 
their  posts,  not,  as  one  might  have  thought, 
those  focusing  on  the  1917  revolution  or  the 
1920s. 


TORONTO 

STEPHEN  DAVIDOVICH 

On  28  September  Mr.  Davidovich  of  Toronto 
presented  a paper  on  "Attempts  at  Informing  the 
Great  Powers.  Ukraine  in  the  1930s:  Remini- 

scences of  a Participant." 

The  speaker  visited  Britain  in  1938  on  be- 
half of  the  Ukrainian  National  Federation  of 
Canada.  He  helped  to  organize  an  information 
service,  which  acquainted  the  British  government 
and  public  with  events  in  Ukraine.  In  this  way, 
Mr.  Davidovich  helped  to  draw  attention  to  the 
difficult  situation  facing  Ukrainians  in  their 
homeland . 


MARKO  ANTONOVYCH 

The  second  seminar  of  the  Christmas  term  was 
presented  on  5 October  by  Marko  Antonovych  of 
Montreal,  who  examined  "Ukrainske  studentske 
zhyttia  v Prazi  mezhy  viinamy." 

Mr.  Antonovych  noted  that  the  vitality  of 
Ukrainian  student  life  in  Prague  between  the  wars 
is  without  parallel  in  history.  Many  young 
Ukrainians  studied  in  Ukrainian  and  Czechoslova- 
kian higher  educational  institutions,  and  their 
efficiency  and  organizational!  talent  made  the 
Central  Union  of  Ukrainian  Students  an  exemplary 
member  of  the  Confederation  Internationale  des 
Etudiantes  in  the  1920s. 

In  the  interwar  period  over  twenty  student 
journals  came  out  in  Czechoslovakia,  and  the  organ 
of  the  Central  Union,  Studjentskyi  visnyk , was  one 
of  the  best  Ukrainian  journals  of  the  1920s.  The 
achievements  of  the  Ukrainian  students  in  Prague, 
particularly  in  the  period  1922-31,  reached  far 
beyond  the  boundaries  of  student  life. 
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S.  J.  KALBA 

On  19  October  Dr.  Kalba  of  Toronto  spoke  on 
the  theme  "Ukrainian  Refugees  in  the  French  Zone 
of  Occupation  in  West  Germany,  1945-50." 

Dr.  Kalba  was  an  accredited  lawyer  with  the 
French  military  tribunals  and  also  chief  repre- 
sentative of  the  Ukrainian  community  in  the  French 
zone.  Later  he  was  official  representative  of 
the  United  Ukrainian- American  Assistance  Commi- 
ttee (ZUADK)  and  the  Canadian  Assistance  Fund 
for  International  Refugee  Organizations  (IRO) , 
and  with  the  chief  headquarters  of  the  French 
army  in  Germany. 

Using  these  positions  and  his  knowledge  of 
French,  Dr.  Kalba  fully  exploited  every  opportu- 
nity for  the  emigration  of  Ukrainians  to  USA, 
Australia,  Canada,  Argentina  and  other  countries. 

A group  of  so-called  "Hard  Core"  refugees  in  this 
zone,  i.e.  the  sick  and  the  elderly,  had  to  go 
into  homes  of  special  guardians  in  Germany  and 
France . 

Dr.  Kalba  gave  several  examples  of  his  con- 
tacts with  representatives  of  French  authorities, 
IRO  and  with  Soviet  delegations,  who  tried  to 
forcibly  take  Ukrainian  refugees  under  French 
occupation  to  the  Soviet  Union.  In  addition. 

Dr.  Kalba  supplied  for  CIUS  use  copies  of  docu- 
ments that  have  been  preserved  in  his  private 
archives  relating  to  this  period. 


WASYL  VERYHA 

The  final  seminar  of  the  first  term  was 
given  by  Mr.  Veryha  of  the  University  of  Toronto, 
who  spoke  on  "Zhyttia  ukrainskykh  voiennykh 
polonenykh  u Britiiskykh  taborakh  v Italii, 

1945r . " 

At  the  end  of  the  Second  World  War,  the 
First  Ukrainian  Division  "Galicia"  was  located 
on  the  anti-Soviet  front  in  Styria  (Austria) . 

On  the  day  of  the  German  capitulation,  in  order 
to  avoid  falling  into  the  hands  of  the  Soviets, 
the  division  crossed  the  Alps  and  surrendered  to 
British  forces  in  Carinthia.  Shortly  afterward, 
from  an  assembly  point  in  the  town  of  Shpittal, 
the  British  took  the  division  troops  to  camp 
"5C"  near  the  small  town  of  Bellaria  on  the 
Adriatic  Sea,  in  Italy.  Altogether  there  were 
counted  10,437  people. 

Conditions  in  the  camp  were  rather  unplea- 
sant, particularly  the  inadequate  supply  of  food. 
Nevertheless,  various  activities  began  in  the 
camp;  choirs,  an  orchestra,  sporting  activities, 
and  courses  on  various  fields  of  science  and  on 
various  languages,  especially  English.  The  fear 


of  repatriation  to  the  USSR  cast  a shadow  over 
the  division  troops.  A Soviet  repatriation 
mission  visited  the  camp,  and  by  means  of  threats 
and  repeated  questioning  was  able  to  "persuade" 
about  10  per  cent  of  internees  to  return  to  the 
Soviet  Union.  Such  persuasion  was  most  effective 
amongst  middle-aged  males  who  had  a wife  and 
family  in  Ukraine,  and  also  amongst  young  people, 
who  had  joined  the  division  at  the  end  of  the 
war,  having  escaped  from  forced  labour  in  Germany. 
How  many  actually  returned  to  Ukraine  is  not 
known  since  some  later  fled  and  returned  to  the 
British  camp.  The  camp,  in  turn,  did  not  register 
those  who  returned,  to  ensure  that  the  Soviet 
authorities  would  not  demand  their  expulsion. 

Although  the  Soviets  threatened  to  take  all 
the  division  troops  to  the  USSR  by  force,  and 
simultaneously  tried  to  discourage  the  internees, 
hopes  were  raised  by  the  news  from  Bishop  Ivan 
Buchko  in  Rome  about  the  intervention  of  Pope 
Pius  XII  on  behalf  of  members  of  the  division. 
Further,  the  troops  themselves  made  a strong 
stand  against  the  Soviets  on  25  August  1945,  when 
they  protested  the  expulsion  of  elderly  Ukrainians 
at  the  behest  of  the  Soviet  mission  and  prevented 
the  Soviets  from  entering  the  camp.  The  British 
camp  command,  believing  that  a revolt  had  broken 
out,  alerted  its  general,  who  was  convinced  that 
the  "rebellion"  was  against  Soviet  impudence 
rather  than  the  British  command.  Subsequently, 
the  Soviet  mission  continued  its  activities  for 
several  weeks,  but  was  not  so  intrusive.  The 
British,  while  fulfilling  their  obligations  to 
the  Soviet  side,  sympathized  with  the  members  of 
the  division.  On  17  October  1945,  9,303  elderly 
non-commissioned  officers  of  the  First  Ukrainian 
Division  were  transported  to  the  winter  camp, 
south  of  Rimini,  and  a new  era  began  in  the  life 
of  the  internees.

Mr.  Krawchenko,  research  associate  and  visi- 
ting assistant  professor  with  CIUS,  gave  a seminar 
on  "The  Origins  and  Nature  of  the  Present  Polish 
Crisis"  to  the  Department  of  Political  Science, 
University  of  Saskatchewan  and  the  Department  of 
Sociology  and  Social  Studies,  University  of  Regi- 
na on  27  and  28  January  1982  respectively.
